The meeting was called tc order with Mayor Falmer presiding.

MR. JOE K. WELIS proposed te the City Coumsell that it designate December

MR. TRAY GARRISON, representing the Campus Chest at the University of
Texes, stated a street dance was planned Friday between 5:00 P.M. and 8:00 P.M.
and requested that PEARL STREET between 2hth and 25th Streets be blocked. The
Chief of Police gave his gpproval. Councliman White moved that the request be
granted. The motion, seconded by Councilmsn Perry. cerried by the following
vote:

MR. A. D. MORGAW, spokesman for & group in the Margsret Riley School area,
asked the Council to consider the possibllity of a trafiic signal at Koenig lane
and Chesterfield Avenue, &8 & serious traffic hezard exists which endangers the
school children. He stated there was a curve in Koenig lane which makes it
difficult to see the crossing wntil it is reached; end that traffic in the mom-
ing was affected by the blinding sun. The City Msnager stated the traffic count
did not werrant an instslistion; however it was realized there existed a serious
problem, and the City was sware of 1t, and that one of its petrolmen had been
hit by & car st this intersection. He sald under the ssme condlitions, with the
blinding sun st the early hour, a person would not be sble to see the signsal;
and certainly scmething will have tc be devised to helyp the situation. Council-
man Perry suggested a blinking warning signal. The City Msnager sald thset might
be a help and ore could be set on the curve where it could be seen. He stated
some study of that would be maBle and a study to see Just what can he done to
make thig a safer crossing. One of the group said there was a large storm sewer
in the ares, and assked if that could be enlarged where the children could use it;
a5 there would be only a few days & year that it would be wmusable., The Mayor
stated the Councll would check with the City Monager and Traffic Engineer to see
if some type of & warning could be set up that would serve a better purpose than
o traffic light, and that the group would be notified. Mr. Morgan asked that
the princlipal,; MR, HOWARD, be conftacted.

MR, GAYROR XENDALL, represepting VUMORE CORPORATICE, s commumnity sntenna
gystem enterprise, appesred before the Council, msking irquiry as to the type of
hearing the Council had scheduled on Decenber 13th--if it were a question of
desirability of the system in Austin or if it were for the selectlon of saune
company to instsll such a system. He saild hls company would like to make & pro-
posal before the Council. The Mayor stated this would be s public hearing to

discuss the possibility of a cable T for the Clity; and after hearing the pros
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and cons the Council would set s time to receive proposals, Councilman Perry
stated the Council was desirous of hearing from the pecple of Austin ss to
whether or not they want Cable TV in Austin, either by thelr appesrsnce at the
hearing or by letbter prior to the hearing. MRE. KERDALL stated if the Council
desired to receive propossls, his compasny wented an opportunity to submit one.
He presented MR. CLAUDE FULGHAM, President of the Company. and MR. BOB CLARK,
Vice President, both of Oklshoms City.

Councilman White moved that the Minutes of the Meeting of November 29th
be amended regarding the paregraph concerning Community Antenna TV Systems,
sald peragraph to read as follows: "that the public hearing on the guestion
of the desirsbility of heving commmity antenna TV systems or Cable TV systems :

MR. TOM BRADFIELD appeared making inguiry sbout emendments to the sub-
division ordinance that he understood would be bhefore the Courncil. The City
Menager said he had not had an opportunity to study these proposed amendments
vet. Mr. Bredflield stafted he sew nothing in these smendments which would be
more restrictive or not permissive. The Meyor stated the Counecil had not had
an opportunity to study these changes either, and he would like {0 have the
City Mapager's recomsendstion.

The City Manager submiitted a Resclukion concerning one-way street pate
terns on East Oth, Bast 10th, Trinlty and San Jacinio Streets, stating the
ingtallation would not he made immediately. After discussion, Coumcilman White
moved the adoption of the resolution as follows:
